She held a record of being on 90 percent of "intercept messages" -- the 
recording played as an error message when something is wrong with a = 
phone number -- and 60 percent of automated time - temperature = 
announcements over the telephone. .=20 


"You hear my voice in more than 1,000 cities in the United States, Saudi 
Arabia, Hong Kong, South America, Canada. . . . Vocally, I get around," 
she told the Chicago Sun-Times years ago.=20 


People wrote her letters, some saying they called a certain number to = 
hear her voice when they were lonely.
